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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 22-31 and 33-43 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
A device, method or computer program for providing a setting of an implantable 
device comprising measuring left ventricular pressure and calculating a first order time 
derivative, and using an average or median value of maximum values as claimed are 
not taught nor suggested by the prior art of record.
